Government Acts To 
Prevent Walkout Set 
For Saturday, 6 P. M. 


Washington, March 16—The government has 


acted in an effort to prevent the progressive nation- 
wide railroad strike, scheduled to start at six p. m. 
tomorrow. 


Secretary of the Interior Lane, Secretary of 


Labor Wilson, Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, and Daniel Wiliard, 
president of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, were 
this afternoon named by President Wilson to confer 
with brotherhood chiefs and railroad managers in a 
final effort to avert such a calamity. All will leave at 
once for New York. 


Following a meeting of the president's cabinet this afternoon 


at which the strike situation vas discussed, Secretary of War Ba- 
ker issued the following statement: 


"Acting under a plan suggested by the

Washington, D. C., March 16.—That the Russian revo- 


lution and victory of the Duma over the Russian bureau. ' 
cracy may be immediately followed by stronger pressure 
by the Entente allies on Greece and perhaps, removal of 
King Const antine from the Greek throne', is indicated in 
official dispatches received here from representatives of 
this government abroad. Reports that carried these hints, 
brought also the official indication that the collapse of the 
Turkish empire is imminent and that if such events as are 
expected transpire, they will result in complete removal of 
Turkey from any influence, or. territorial holdings in Eu- 
rope.

Bonar Law announced in the House of Commons today. Bonar Law 
read a telegram from the British ambassador in Petrograd.

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AUTHORITY ON RUSSIAN 
AFFAIRS WRITES ON THE 
INTERNAL SITU ATI ON 


Chicago, March 16,—Professor 


Samuel N 
T. Harper, professor of 


Russian language, literature and 
history at the University of Chi- 
cago, and who is considered the 
leading American authority on 
Russian affairs, has written the 
following on the internal situation 
which brought about the revolu- 
tion and over-throw of the czar. 
Dr. Harper returned from Russia, 
^.where he made a study of present 
political, economic and social con- 
ditions, six months ago. 
v 


(BY SAMUEL N. HARPER) 
The Eussian coup d'etat is the 


logical culmination of the politi- 
cal situation of these last few 
months. In November last, when 
the Duma convened, a complete 
1 change of the government system 
was demanded. The government 
had shown again its inefficiency, 
this time in connection with the 
distribution of the food supplies 


, of the country. The government 


was actively interferring with the 
activity of the public organiza- 
tions woilnng to support the army 
and to solve the m'any problems 
raised bythe^ war. And finally 
some members of the-government 
were suspected of pro-Germanism. 
It was not considered possible 


for a moment that Russia would 
betray her allies, but it was real- 
ized that the then prime minister, 
Stunner, might put influence for- 
ward for a premature conference 
of the belligerents, such as Ger- 
many did in fact later propose. 


On all these grounds the Duma 


demanded definitely a responsible 
goveinment, ministers responsible 
to the representative bodies This 
demand was supported by the 
upper house of tho Russian parlia- 
ment, half of pilose mcmbcis are 
appointed by the sovereign. And 
behind the Duma were these pub- 
lic organizations in which all 
classes were 
represented—land 


owners, peasants, members of the 
libeial professions, manufacturers 
and workmen—in fact the Russian 
people

A few days after tile Duma had 


issued its ultimatum, the minis- 
ters of war and of the navy ad- 
dressed the Duma reporting upon 


departments, 
organizations 


that were working for the support 
of the army and stating that there 
must 
be co opeiation between 


Duma and government. . A few 
days later the prime minister re- 
signed. 


The new prime minister ap- 


pointed attempted

He failed, how- 
ever, and was in turn dismissed

The date for the re- 
opening of the Duma was post- 
poned. 


AYhcn the Duma convened final-

PRESIDENT MAY BE 
ASKED TO MEDIATE 
IN THREATENED TIE-UP 


New York, March 16.— Indications that President Wilson may 


be asked to mediate in the threatened railway strike scheduled to 
begin tomorrow evening developed today when the railroad mana- 
gen hurriedly went into conference shortly after W. 0. Lee, speak- 
ing as president of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, sug- 


gested the step. 


The brotherhood chiefs followed the example of the managers 


and also went into an informal conference. 


Lee made hia statement in talking with newspaper men and the 


quickness with which the railway managers went into conference, 
led to the belief that it was being favorably considered. <

ing than that of the arrest of General Sukhomlinon*. A group of 
soldiers and of hastily armed people seized him. The soldiers de- 
manded his instant execution, recalling vivid stories of the former 
minister's duplicity and treasonable dealings with Germany. 


Deputy Kerensky of Saratoff, one of the Duma leaders in the 


revolt, and minister of justice in the provisional government, inter- 
vened. He appealed to the mob to spare the minister's life, de- 
claring justice would be meted out to him. He declared Sukhomlin- 
off desired nothing better than immediate execution. The ' crowd 
wavered and Kerensky won the day. But then the soldiers de- 
manded their former chief's degradation. 
Sukhomlinoff 
himself 


tore his epaulets from his shoulders and handed them to soldiers of 
the group which guarded him. He bowed, brokenly and submitted 
himself to iheir mercies. Tottering in his disgrace and overwhelmed 
with despair, he was taken away with difficulty hardly being able 
to walk. He was imprisoned in Tauris Palace, where other notables 
were held. 


London, March" ili—Russia has 


stepped from archaic autocracy 
to ultra-modern democracy in 
three short diiys. The cost- in 
blood has been almost insignifi- 
cant considering Ihc immensity of 
the transition.

The joy of the allied nations 


was unbounded today. Russia's 
spectacular casting off of the'Old, 
Man of the Sea, who undeniably 
had gravely imperilled the war's 
success was hailed as an epochal 
event. But the feeling of satis- 
faction was even deeper when it 
was considerccTthat' Kussia here- 
after will be animated by the 
same ideals as her allies. 


Russia's alliance heretofore-was 


an incongruty. It was impossible 
that there should be an effective 
alliance between the autocracy of 
Russia on the one hand and the 
democracy'of Prance, of England, 
and of all the other Entente pow- 
ers on the other. That alliance 
will hereafter be cemented by the 
powerful strength of the complete 
democracy of all peoples con- 
cerned.
